The U of A political econ 
omist joined 200 others 
to learn about the Free Trade Area of 
the Americas. Don’t know about the 
FTAA? Laxer, the director of the 
Parkland Institute, offers a summary 
for non-executives: “It’s about corpo- 
rate rights superceding government 
and citizen rights.” 

FTAA is NAFTA writ large. The 
latter agreement created a free-trade 
zone comprising Canada, the United 
States and Mexico. Now, the govern- 
ments of North, Central and South 
America are discussing the expan- 
sion of that zone to include every 
country — save Cuba — in the 
Western Hemisphere. Later this 
month, national representatives will 
meet in Quebec City to discuss the 
agreement. A few dozen 
Edmontonians will join others trav- 
elling to Quebec to protest the antici- 
pated thrust of the arrangement and 
the secrecy in which it’s being dis- 
cussed. 

Laxer could support the notion of 
a hemispheric free-trade zone, but 
that doesn’t mean he supports the 
FTAA. “The thing about trade agree-

ments is that they’re not about trade.

DON’T GO TO THE DEMO ALONE 
From the PAN Edmonton 
Guide for Protesters 

Last weekend's two-day Festival 
of Resistance was organized by the 
People’s Action Network of 
Edmonton, a group that aims to 
raise awareness about globalization 
and the FTAA. David Reddall 
attended “out of interest in the 
nature of the FTAA agreement and a 
vague sense that something horrible 
is occurring.” The sessional universi- 
ty instructor fears that nations will 
lose their ability to make laws. 

“Tt seems like the FTAA will 
rapidly reduce the globe to a play- 
ground for corporations,” he says. 
“If a corporation wants to put an 
additive into fuel and there’s 
demonstrable evidence that that 
additive will jeopardize health, the 
corporation (would be empowered) 
under FTAA to bring action against 
the government to prohibit it from 
protecting its citizenry — in order to 
protect the profits of the corpora- 
tion.” 

The additive Reddall is talking 
about is MMT, which the Canadian 


government banned in 1997, fearing 
that it could cause neurological dam- 
age. NAFTA’s Chapter Eleven 
allows investors to sue governments 
for “expropriation of profits.” 
MMT's manufacturer, Ethyl 
Corporation of Virginia, sued for 
$250 million. In 1998, the govern- 
ment lifted the ban and paid $13 mil- 
lion in damages. Although the dis- 
pute resolution process is rather 
secretive, thirteen Chapter Eleven 
cases are known to be pending. 
Protesters expect that the FTAA will 
include such a provision. 

“That seems to me to be totally 
terrifying,” says David Reddall. 


BEWARE OF RUMORS 

Ron Koistinen would be going, 
but he can’t afford it. “Besides,” says 
the farmer from Dawson Creek, 
B.C, “TH probably be putting my 
crop in.” 

He thinks that the FTAA “actually 
hurts the farmers more than any- 
thing.” Opponents of the plan antici- 
pate that farm subsidies will be 
rapidly cut. That worries Koistinen. 
“We're actually getting 1930s prices 
for our product, but we have to pay 
2000 prices, so there’s no way that 
we can make a living. If it weren‘t 
for some subsidies or interest-free 
loans... It’s not a good situation.” 

Koistinen isn’t relying on the gov- 
ernment to speak for him. 
“Definitely not. They say one thing, 
atx) then whe they paartitieadee 


totally different thing altogether. I’ve 
got no faith in the negotiators what- 
soever.” 

Thomas Sullivan is concerned 
about what FTAA will mean for 
indigenous peoples. “We're very 
concerned about the corporations. 
Those seeds were planted 500 years 
ago with the coming of Christopher 
Columbus. Ask yourself what they 
were coming for. They were coming 
for natural resources. The French 
were coming for furs, Columbus 
was coming for gold. The message is 
the same: they want the natural 
resources. 

“Look at what's going on in the 
Amazon forest. The indigenous peo- 
ple are in their way. They’re killing 
them. Looks what's going on in the 
southwest. They use large bodies of 
water under the desert floor that 
took millions of years to get there, 
and when that mixes with the natur- 
al resources, you can never use that 
water again, When they use that 
water up, they’re going to g° after 
Canada's water.” 

Like many opponents of the 
FTAA, Sullivan is concerned about 
secrecy. “We're not reassured by 
anything that’s done in secret. 
Anytime you're meeting behind 
closed doors, you're doing some- 
thing that’s not honest.” 

Festival participant Wendy Ramjit 

laughs when asked if she plas 
the federal government to 
her interests.

Smart planning 
for pedestrians 


Tin Nolt recently read a Scientific 
American profile of Andres Duany, 
the urban planner credited with 
inspiring the “smart-growth” move- 
ment when lightning struck. 

“T thought, ‘Holy cow! that’s what 
we're all about,” said the communi- 
ty development co-ordinator for 
Edmonton’s Community 
Greenways project. For three 
decades, Duany has been fighting a

line. Nolt is presently lobbying city 
council to endorse the plan, which

The entire greenways plan is a 10- 
year scheme. In 1998 the total cost to 
the city was estimated at $30 million 
not counting the development of 
safe road crossings. 

“But look at it this way,” Nolt 
explained. “The city’s total annual 
budget is over $1 billion. We're ask- 
ing for $30 million over 10 years. In 
the scheme of things, that’s a pit- 
tance.”

My name is Alan Sukonnik and I 








instantly make me happy. That is 
just a little history of what began 
my obsession with those four crazy 
guys. 

So when I turned 18 I traveled to 
George, Washington, to see Phish 
in concert for the first time because 
they have never been to Edmonton. 
It is a 17-hour drive and it was 
worth it. I loved every minute of it. 
The music took me to this level that 
could not be put into words. Many 
people who go to see Phish shows 
ingest various substances to get 
them to a different level, but I don’t 
need that because my drug is 
Phish. Since that first show I have 
been all over the U.S. to see them. I 
spent the summers of “99 and ‘00 on 
a Phish tour. I traveled from 
Edmonton to Florida by 
Greyhound to be there for the 
Millennium Celebration — a 157- 
hour bus ride. I saw them in Las 
Vegas in October. Every show that I 
have been to (now totaling 43) I 
have either driven to or taken the 
bus. Some would ask me if it was 
worth it, to which I answer, “hell, 
yeah.” A friend and I started a sum- 
mer camp called Camp Festivus 
and we organize summer tours. 
Last year we had 13 members come 
join our camp for the tour. Well, I 
can keep on rambling but Iam 
going to stop because you are prob- 
ably getting bored. So if you don’t 
that I deserve it yet, I am just going 
to let you know one more thing. 

Ihave been collecting tapes of 
Phish shows for a long time and I 
have quite a few, but none sound as 
good as a live show would sound 
on CD.

Goowing up in New York in the 
’80s, Toronto junglist Marcus Sills 
took an early influence from hip 
hop. He was lucky to watch it grow 
from a street style of music to what it 
is today. In 1991, when the new 
sound of Jungle emerged from the 
early UK Hardcore Techno, people 
thought it was going to be a fad 
much like what was said about Hip 
hop originally. Ten years later, 
Jungle is a force to be reckoned with 
in the electronic world. Since the 
early years, even before the music 
was named Jungle, Marcus has been 
down with it. He is now considered 
one of only a few originators in the 
now-flourishing Toronto scene.

Rodrigues has developed from 
these roots into a performer of strik- 
ing emotional power, using her 
unusually pure tone to touch the 
hearts of her listeners as she inter- 
prets a repertoire that ranges from 
traditional Bahian sambas of the ‘20s 
and ‘30s to American spirituals and 
liturgical music. The effect of her 
voice is consistently startling She 
says (through her translator) that 
people are probably moved because 
“she sings very strongly, and proba- 
bly because she sings as if she were 
praying.’ 

Brazilian music megastar Caetano 
Veloso first heard Rodriguez at the 
Olodum Theatre, a venue that 
recruits its performers from the 
poorest neighbourhoods in 
Salvador. Veloso offered to produce 
her first CD., Sol Negra, which was 
received enthusiastically in Brazil 
and the rest of the world. Veloso’s 
Sol Negra, or “Black Sun,” as he 
affectionately called Rodrigues, was 
on the rise. 

Veloso wrote at the time, “This is 
our wealth: the love that in Brazil 
those who love music devote to one 
another... And the voice of Virginia 
is as the expression of this loving 
substance in a pure state.” 

Is her music spiritual music? 

“She says that she is a very spiri- 
tual person, and everything that she 
does in music has something to do 
with spirituality.”

Eyewitness to music history fesses up

Name: Long John Baldry 


Known for: Hm... how about ‘travel- 
ling singer with bluesy overtones.’ 
I've always been reluctant to call 
myself a blues singer. 


Next gig: Friday, April 6 at the 
Sidetrack Café (10333-112 St.) as part 
of the Track’s 20th anniversary 


Advice you're glad you ignored: 
When I was starting out in the 1950s 
a lot of people told me I was a hellu- 
va guitar player but it would be a 
good idea if stopped singing. 


When you realized music was your 
thing: In the 1950s I held a daytime 
job in a commercial arts company. 
I'd go out and play evenings and 
weekends around England. It was 
an exhausting schedule and a little 
before Easter in 1960 I decided it had 
to be one or the other. I chose music. 


Humbling experience: I did some 
shows with Sonny Boy Williamson 
in 1962 and he said he could hear the 
rooster crow in my voice. 


Favourite artist: My original influ- 
ence is Bill Bill Broonzy, but I think 
Jimmy Witherspoon has been the 
most consistent vocal influence on 
me over the years. I first met him in 
1960 in England during a Down Beat 
magazine ‘Name That Tune’ contest. 
[had the privilege of being on the 
last recording he did before he died. 






FREQUENTY ASKED QUESTIONS 


Non-musical inspiration: Graham 
Bradbury. He was a next-door 
neighbour of mine who became a 
well known English painter. He was 
the person who first played me Big 
Bill Broonzy and Leadbelly records. 
The England we grew up in was a 
very austere, grey and dull place, 
and he was really the person who 
encouraged me to become the wild 
and crazy person I was known to be. 


Favourite teacher: A fellow named 
Oliver Lippett. He was in touch 
with Vincent Van Gogh’s brother 
Theo, and he used to talk to us 
about that correspondence. I started 
my Jazz & Blues Appreciation 
Society in school in 1953 when I was 
12. We'd all chip in a sixpence and 
buy a record to analyze. He’d came 
to our meetings and offer his opin- 
ions. 


Definition of perfection: There are 
a number of players in jazz and 
blues who can take a line, play it, 
and resolve it perfectly. B.B. King is 
one who springs to mind. I’ve never 
heard him make a mistake in 40 
years of listening to him. He’s in the 
same class as a Charlie Parker or a 
Miles Davis. Georgie Fame has 
approached that level of perfection 
from time to time. Charlie Watts — 
who's been a friend of mine since 
we were 12 — has become the per-

Why Vancouver is home: | first 
came here in 1970 and stayed at the 
Bayshore Hotel.

Sidetrack loses that loving feeling 


= years of a venue playing 

host to live music is one heck of an 

accomplishment. It doesn’t matter 

what city the place is located, if the 

room was operating 50 years ago or 

today, or what genres of music have 

graced the stage. 

Live music is a tough business 

= and survival depends on a long list 
of factors falling into place, with 
most staying put day-to-day. 

So as the Sidetrack Café celebrates 
its 20th birthday, don’t mistake that 
celebration as just another publicity 
ploy from a local watering hole. 

In its best days, the place found 
respect as one of the premiere show 
rooms in the country. Comparisons 
to both the Horseshoe Tavern in 
Toronto and the Commodore 
Ballroom in Vancouver are a legiti- 

- mate nod to a consistency and conti- 
nuity that is not easy to maintain, 
particularly in a business where 
trends are the order of the day. 

I’ve been fortunate to have a front 
__ tow seat to the evolution of the 
Sidetrack Café. in the past two 
decades I've booked acts in the 
room—as recently as last Saturday 
night when pal Kirby and I present- 
ed Soul Sacrifice: a Santana 
“Celebration—written a few hundred 
__ reviews of acts that have graced the 
ae and watched play-off hockey 





games in the lounge with throngs of 
equally enthusiastic and anxious 
Oilers fans. 

Doug Foote can and should take 
credit for realizing the time was ripe 
for such a spot in Edmonton just as 
liquor, dining and entertainment 
laws were beginning to be relaxed 
back in the early 1980s. 

The proprietor can also give him- 
self a pat on the back for employing 
folks who understood the intricacies 
of running a restaurant or booking 
reputable and artistically credible 
acts, both of the famous and undis- 
covered varieties.

Still going strong 
Punk pundit Henry Rollins does not 
go gently into ‘maturity’

A. 40, Henry Rollins is showing 
signs of age. Black military-style 
shorts have given way to pressed 
dress pants, menacing black boots 
have been replaced by sensible, 
shiny dress shoes, and the serious 
crew-cut has grown into a graying 
side-part. 
Although his thickly-muscled, tat- 
tooed torso still threatens to split his 
black T-shirt, the punk icon is the 
first to admit that he has “run out of 
rope on the immaturity thing.” 
Unlike many celebrities his age, 
Rollins knows better than to ride the 
youthful wave of angst until it 
becomes a ripple of self-parody. 
Instead, he humorously dissects his

own image before he attacks others’. 
Friday’s show at the Myer Horowitz 
Theatre was like watching someone 
hop onto a soapbox and then try like 
hell to kick it over. From the outset 
he labeled himself “bitter curmud- 
geon,” “bullshit artist,” and harshest 
of all, “Alan Alda-esque.” 

Rollins might be the only comedi- 
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an in history to play his own straight 
man. After laying into himself with 
material about Viagra and age-lines 
deep enough to accommodate 
“Belgians camping in your face,” he 
leveled his sharp tongue at egotisti- 
cal musicians, “inefficient morons” 
who make him wait, and the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

While mocking Metallica and 
Sting, hating line-ups, and ridiculing 
racists is familiar territory for 
Rollins, it was still engaging materia! 
because of his flair for creating 
absurd and highly descriptive sce- 
narios. Take, for example, his plan to 
embarrass the KKK out of existence: 
imagine a 3,000-strong contingent of 
black/ gay /Jewish men in designer 
faux-Klan robes showing up at ral- 
lies on pogo-sticks, hoppity-hops, 
and Big Wheels to make-out with 
each other until the traumatized fas- 
cists have to call it a day. 

Funnier than this were the person- 
al anecdotes designed to deconstruct 
the stoic Rollins image. A 45-minute 
story about attending a KISS concert 
where he found himself pumping 
his fist in the air with thousands of 
mullet-sporting rockers turned into 
an entertaining meditation on his 
own — and by extension the audi- 
ence’s — snobbish opinions of popu- 
lar music. 

It is difficult to imagine Henry 
Rollins in a sea of “chromosome dis- 
tressed” KISS Army-members trying 
his best to sing the words to Beth and 
it was surprising to hear him praise 
the band for their irony-free specta- 
dle of rock ‘n roll fun. 

While his own show was prone to 
lengthy off-topic tangents, the rapid 
pace kept most laughing, and it 
didn’t feel like more than two hours 
had passed by the time he wrapped 
it up. 

is in all of his spoken word gigs, 
he ended ona serious note. This 
time he talked about the importance 
of having life experience in the con- 
text of world travel, and related it to 
his adventures in Africa. 

While he may not be as mature as 
he wants us to think he is (there was 
the overly-detailed rant about mas- 
turbating), Rollins captivated the 
audience by relating stories from his 
own four decades of years of life 
experience. As he simply puts it, 


“knowledge without mileage is bull- 


shit.”

Northern lights takes new approach to Oedipus

F.. years in the making, Northern 
Light Theatre’s ambitious multi-dis- 
ciplinary adaptation of the Oedipus 
myth is brought to theatrical life uti- 
lizing the skills of a broad swath of 
artists. 

Called The Oedipus Project, this 
new work about the doomed 
Theban king who had the misfor- 
tune of accidentally killing his father, 
Laius, and marrying Jocasta, his 
mom, is playing until April 15 at the 
theatre in Barry Johns’ innovative 
Cité Francophone building with its 
ever-so-appropriate amphitheat 
inspired frontage and rampart 
walls. The creative team for this 
unique project was assembled by 
Northern Lights artistic director 
Sandhano Schultze, and includes co- 
creators / directors Lynda Adams 
(dancer / choreographer) and Tim 
Folkmann (video and filmmaker). 

Adams is also quick to add that 
these three main collaborators, while 
responsible for the lion's share of the 
work in the show, are not the last 
word in the realm of creative input. 
Not only was the script intensively 
workshopped by the three using 
drama students from Grant 
MacEwan Community College, the 
actors treading the boards of the Cité 
(Jocelyn Ahlf, Julien Arnold, Manon 
Beaudoin, Michael Charrois, and 
Chris Fassbender) were involved in 
two week-long workshops before 
official rehearsals began. 

“We're continuing to build and 
shape the work even as we 
rehearse,” she says, noting that the 
process-oriented style of building 
the play was a different way of 
working for many involved. “Tt cer-

During the past three seasons, 
Wolfram rode on Cannondale bikes 
and had some sponsorship from 
Revolution Cycle. 

This year, he'll be riding a Rocky 
Mountain RM9 for his down-hilling 
and a Specialized P3 in the dual- 
slalom. Revolution’s racing team 
merged with Edmonton’s Juventus 
Cycling Club this year, which will 
provide him with more financial 
support. 

“They used to be an elite club and 
they want some younger members 
now,” said Wolfram 

Rocky Mountain and Specialized 
also give some sponsorship and 
warranty help with parts. 

Building on his success, he will be 
in charge of the club’s down-hill 
team this season. He will be respon- 
sible for organizing events and pro- 
moting the sport throughout the 
community to ensure its duration. 
At present, the club plans to co-ordi- 
nate with Rabbit Hill ski area to cre- 
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ate a summer dual-slalom mountain 
biking course 

When the snow is gone, we have

Like any down-hiller worth his 
salt, Wolfram’s bikes far out-cost his 
car. But unlike some, his car actually 
goes faster than he does 

“It's a sleeper,” says Wolfram 
with a little chuckle and a mischie- 
vous grin. 

His 1980 Volvo cost him $4,000, 
about the price of his dual-slalom 
bike. The twist, it’s got the engine 
from a 1989 Mustang under the 
hood 

Like him, it’s unimaginable that 
such a quiet and subdued machine 
could produce such jaw-dropping 
times and results. 

So how good is Wolfram? 

In three years of competing, he 
was the Senior Sport class champ in 
1999 and 2000 for down-hilling and 
dual-slalom in 2000. This season will 
see him graduate to the Senior 
Expert class. 

Wolfram says he will be attending 
all six of the Alberta Bicycle 
Association's events, and try to 
make as many races in B.C. as possi- 
ble.

Iranian director’s debut upholds high standard

ranian cinema is well known for its 
jpparent simplicity and purity of 
A Time for Drunken Horses is 
fo exception. This film is director 
Bahman Ghobadi’s debut feature, 
but its genealogy is clear. Ghobadi 
as worked with Abbas Kiarostami, 
Viohsen Makhmalbaf and Samira 
akhmalbaf: You might not recog- 
fize the names, but you're looking at 
imost one Palme d’Or nomination 
ipiece — a dynasty that puts many a 
movie-producing nation to shame. 
What sets this film apart from its 
ompatriots is that this is the first 
fanian film made in Ghobadi’s 
jother tongue, Kurdish. Although ~ 
shobadi calls it a tribute to his cul- 
ural heritage, it is also a commen- 
ary on the conditions in which they 
ive. The Kurds are a minority ethnic 
roup living in pockets of Iran, Iraq, 
urkey and Syria. If not persecuted 
tright, they are often coerced to 
ssimilate, facing the erasure of their 
ultural identity. 
Narrated through interviews and 
dice-overs by middle sister 
meneh, the story follows the lives 
i she anbd her siblings, a family of 
rphans trying to eke out a living in 
small town in the Kurdish region 
flran bordering Iraq.
